REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Realizing that remarkable progress is being made in methods of 
teaching and in the production of text books, and believing that the 
best is none too good for the schools of our town, we have endeav- 
ored to make at least a small degree of improvement along the line 
of securing good books and teachers. 

It seems reasonable that teachers who have attended schools 
where definite instruction is given in regard to teaching, ought to 
be better qualified for their work, and more successful in it, than 
those who have never attended such schools or perhaps have never 
received anything but a Common or High school education. Our 
pupils should be taught to reason readily and accurately, and in 
order that they may go forth with minds well prepared for grap- 
pling with the problems of life, the best instructors obtainable 
with the means at command should be secured. When the time 
-comes that parents will pay the same degree of attention to se- 
curing the best teachers and text books for our schools that they 
give in trying to secure the best kind of seed for the garden or 
farm, or the best breed of chickens, or cows, or horses, or hogs, 
then may we expect to see a more rapid progress in our schools. 

Good teachers usually command good prices, 


and a poor 
teacher is dear even at a low price, —hence if thorough teachers 
are to be secured, the standard of wages should be raised. If 
necessary to secure this end, it would seem better to shorten the 
term and pay a higher salary per week, than to pay a low price 
and thereby get a poorer teacher for a longer term. <A-shorter 
‘term of thoroughly good teaching is more valuable than a longer 
term of poor teaching. 

By regularly visiting the schools, parents and others may do 
much toward improving the schools. A commendable degree of 
interest has been manifested in this matter in at least two of the 
school divisions. 

‘It is the duty of parents to be deeply interested in the educa- 
tion of their children, hence they should seek to co-operate with 
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the teachers in regard to promptness and regularity of attendance. 

The habit of tardiness and procrastination in other things may 
easily be acquired through being habitually late at school. They 
should also seek to make the school rooms of the town more 
pleasant and attractive. Another way in which some parents and 
other people also, can help the schools, is by refraining from 
harsh and unnecessary criticism of the teacher or her methods of 
teaching. 


The Village school was in session twenty-seven weeks. In 
addition to this a six weeks term of subscription school, open to 
all the scholars in the division, has been provided for. Miss 
Gertrude L. Kivlin was the teacher for the entire year. The 
number of registered scholars was 23. On the Roll of Honor 
for the entire year is the name of Maude J. Leighton. Jack A. 
McDonald, 25 weeks, Pearl I. Leighton and Mildred M. McKnight, 
17 weeks. For the Spring term, Berne H. Leighton, Percy Simp- 
son and Marguerite McDonald. 


The Town House school was in session twenty weeks, with 
Miss Lilian B. Colburn as teacher. Number of scholars regis- 
tered, 8. .-Names on Roll of Honor for one term, Leon W. O’Neil, 
Clarence D. Davis and Raymond C. Mack. It is probable that 
Agnes M. Collins, Percy E. Estes, Clarence D. Davis and Ray- 
mond C. Mack were on for the Fall term, making the last two 
mentioned on the Roll of Honor for the entire session of the 
school, although their names do not appear on the page desig- 
nated for that purpose. 


The Cram school was in session twenty-six weeks, with Miss 
Emma ‘Thompson as teacher. Number of scholars registered, 14. 
On Roll of Honor for one term, Laurice Hawkins, Leon Hawkins 
and Otis Hawkins. The last two nearly reached perfect atten- 
dance for the entire year. 


The Hawkins school was in session twenty-five weeks. Miss 
Nina F. Ide was the teacher for the Spring term and Miss Ruth 
A. Blodgett for the rest of the year. Number of pupils regis- 
tered, 17. On. Roll of Honor for Spring term, Earl L. Smith, 
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Ardella Rankin and Arvilla Rankin. For the two Fall terms of 
15 weeks, Ethel M. McIntire. 

The Neck school was in session twenty-five weeks. Miss Ida 
R. Webster was the teacher for the Spring term and Miss Nina 
Frances Ide for the balance of the year. Number of registered 
scholars, 13. On the Roll of Honor for the entire year, Warren 
S. Downing and Alice S. Downing. The year being divided into 
terms of 10, 8 and 7 weeks, we shall give the others as follows: 
For 10 weeks, Walter A. Downing, Mark W. Downing, Hugh L. 
Gibson, Claudine Gibson and Frances L. Hardy. For 18 weeks 
Ethel F. Gibson, Priscilla V. Gibson and Mary O. Gibson. For 
15 weeks, Joseph T. Downing. 

May citizens, scholars and teachers co-operate more heartily 
with the Board of the coming year, that a greater degree of pro- 
gress may be reached than ever before.
